Fbic particle al, and manach, to count; ſome from almanak, Newyear's 
Gifis, becauſe the Arabian Aſtrologers uſed at the beginning ef the year 
to make preſents of their Ephemerides ; and others, from the Teutonic 
Almaen-achte, Obſervations on all the months, 

But the moft ſimple etymology appears from the common ſpelling ; 
the word being compoſed of two Arabic one's, A/ Manack, which ſigni- 
fy the Diary, All claſſes of Arabs are commonly much given to the, 
ſtudy of attrongmy and aſtrology; to both which a paſtoral life, and a 
ſort of huſbandry, not ouly incline them, but give them time and leiſ. 
ure to apply themſelves ty them, They never ſow, reap, plant, travel, 
buy or fell, or undertake any expedition, or matter, without previouſly' 
confulting the ſtars, or, in other words, their Almanacks, or ſome of the 
makers of them, From theſe people, by their vicinity to Europe, this 
art, no leſs uſeful in one ſenſe than ſtupid and ridiculous in another, 
hath paſſed over thither ; and thoſe aſtronomical compoſitious have ſtill 
every where not only retained their old Arabic name, but were, like 
heirs, for a long while, and ſtill are among many European Nations, 
interſperſed with a great uumber of aſtrological rules for planting, ſow- 
ing, bleeding, purging, &c, down to the cutting of the hair and paring 

f the nails. Regiomontanus appears to have been the firſt in Europe, 
however, who reduced Almanacks into their prefent form and method, 
ave the characters of each year and month, foretold the eclipſes and; 
other phaſes, calculated the motions of the planets, &c. His firſt Alma. 
mak was publiſhed in 1474. | 
| Almanack, among antigquaries, is alſo the name given to a kind of in. 
ſtcument, uſually of wood, inſcribed with various figures and runic, 
chatacteis, and repreſenting the order of the feaſts, dominical letters, 
days of the week, and golden number, with other matters neceſſary to 
be known throughout the year ; uſed by the ancient northen nations, 
in their computations of time, both civil and eccleſiaſtical. Almanacks, 
of this kind are known by various names, among the difterent nations, 
herein they have been uſed; as rimſtocks, prinſtaries, runſtocks, run- 
taffs, ſerprones Rani Bacculi Annales, clogs, &c, They appear to have 
been uſed only by the Swedes, Danes, and Norwegians, From the ſec-

divers remains of them in the counties. Dr, Plot has given the deſcrip-|
